THE NEEDHAM DEBATINa 
800IETT.

With the increased growth in 
t he attendance in the Law Depart- 
ment of our Upiversity came the 
necessity, several years ago, for a 
new debating society. Accord- 
ill the year 1902, several 
students formed a new organiza- 
lion, which, by reason of the ac- 
tive supjiort given the movement 
liy the president of the Univer- 
sity, ^yas called the '■'■Needham 
l^ehatUici Society." The new de- 
laiting club numbered among its 
(barter hiembers some of the 
strongest debaters in the Univer- 
•sity, and largely because of this 
fact, and by reason also of the 
enthusiasm and perseverance of 
its members, the society forged 
idiead and won for itself a per- 
manent place in the forensic life 
of the University. 

Between the Needham and the 
( 'olumbian debating societies 
there arose almost immediately a 
most friendly rivalry. Inter- 
society debates were arranged, 
each organization striving to gain 
supremacy in debate over the oth- 
er. The Needham society proved 
its worth at the very banning 
of its existence, and more than 
held its own in these contests. A 
«ries of three straight victorie* 
in the first three intersociety do- 
bii^ amply demonstrated the 
slulity of the Needhamitee to cope 
with their older and more expe- 
rienced rival. 

But, not only in inter-society 
debate has N. D. S. won laurels, 
but it must and will, we think, be 
conceded that the bi^ and rapid 
growth of the Needham has in- 


^sed a new life and roirit into 
the inter-collegiate dwates in 
which The Q^rge Washington 
University has participated. » 

I he long line of defeats which 
our University had suffered at the 
hands of Georgetown was, hap- 
pily for G. W. U., interrupted 
by two victories, one of which 
occurred in 1904, and the other 
in the following year. In the 
last inter-coUegiato debate be- 
tween the.se two colleges, two of 
the debaters who uphmd the hon- 
or of the “Buff and Blue,” were 
Needham men. Nor was this the 
only time that George Washing- 
ton University has won honors 
through its younger forensic so- 
ciaty, for in several of the subse- 
quent inter-collegiate debates in 
which the University has engaged, 
the Needham has taken a most 
active j>art, and has furnished her 
quota of debaters. Indeed, the 
remarkably long series of vic- 
tories which has marked the inter- 
collegiate contests of our Univer- 
sity (for defeat has come but sel- 
dom), has been due, indarge meas- 
ure, to the Needham Debating So- 
ciety. 

But the chief aim of the Need- 
ham Debating Societjj is not, nor 
has it been, the winning of inter- 
society or inter-colle^ate debates, 
but its object and deedre is rathet 
that of training its members for 
the public speaking that is te- 
quir^ of the mem&rs of the le- 
gal profession. The value of de- 
bate,— and particularly is this 
true in regard to those whose am- 
bitions are centered upon the law, 
— is so clearly manifest that it is 
a matter for wonderment that 
more students do not realize the 
importance of debating before it is 
too late. The ability to analyze 
ideas, the research necessary up<m 
subjects closely identified with le- 
gal training, the power to draw 
inferences and logical conclusions 
from established facts, the ease in 
publicly expressing one’s thoughts 
— these are some of the many ad- 
vantages to be gained from the 
jiractice of this art of debating. 

A practical le^l education ' 
should consist of uree elements; 
First, the acquisition of knowl- 
edge; second, the formulating of 
original thoughts based upon such 
knowledge; and, third, the power 
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to express those thoughts and to 
mould the minds of men accord- 
ingly. The first of these requisites 
is fumisiied by the law course; 
the second and third by the de- 
bating organizations. 

It IS a matter for keen regret 
^ong a greet many men who 
have a wide knowledge of the 
law that, during their wree years 
in the law school, they ^ve no 
attention to debating. The re- 
sult has been that when called 
upon to make public addresses, 
these men are ill at ease, and per- 
haps fail dismally, and only be- 
cause they neglected to take part 
in debating when they had the ' 
opportunity, A lawyer, more 
than any other professional man, 
should be able to “make a speech.” 
It will not be denied that skill in 
oratory and debate is a highly 
legitimate means for a lawyer to 
win his spurs, and his proclivities 
at speechmaking may do more 
than anything else to make him 
successful. 

Ye men of the law, after our 
little sermon together, is it not 
very apparent that the Needham 
Debating Society is just the place 
in which to get your training in 
debate? With a loyal and en- 
thusiastic membership, a zealous 
corps of officers, , and An abundant 
ana,abiding belief in our society 
and its future, we are confident 
that the end of our triumphs in 
debate is not yet, and that the 
coming days lyill see the Needham 
far outstripping its present and 
past remarkable achievements.

Mr. Sfieaker, Gentlemen of the 
Congress, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
and Readers of the Hatchet: 

Having lx;en so fortunate as to 
secure recognition by the Speaker 
of the House, it is my intention to 
address you, through the columns
